M any residents of Missouri think 
we have done nothing for the crip­ 
pled child but such is not the 
case. 
W hy back in 1919 the State Legisla­ 
tu re passed a special law' to aid lo­ 
cal school 
boards 
in 
establishing 
special classes for crippled children 
if they so desired. 
The law reads 
th a t wherever there are ten crippled 
children who will profit by 
instruc­ 
tion in a special 
class, 
the 
State 
will reim burse the school board 
at 
the rate of $750 for every full-time 
teacher so employed. 
According 
to 
the estim ate of experts who are quite 
fam iliar 
u'ith 
crippled 
children's 
work, at least fourteen cities in the 
S tate of Missouri should be making 
use of this law today, and yet, near­ 
ly ten years have elapsed since 
it 
was passed and only two cities are 
doing so at the present time. 
F o r the past three years the State 
Federation of W omen’s Clubs 
have 
taken it upon themselves to hospital­ 
ize a great many crippled 
children, 
over 300 to date, we are told. 
This 
they have done through the chairm an 
of 
their 
welfare 
eommitee, 
Mrs, 
C harles W. Greene, of Columbia. The 
local olubs have undertaken to 
con­ 
duct surveys and find the 
children, 
the railroads of the State have offer­ 
ed free transportation, and hospitals 
in both St. Louis and 
K ansas 
City 
have taken care of the children free 
of charge. 
This 
has 
removed 
the 
burden of hospital¡zation from both 
the faYm'ly and 
the 
com munity 
in 
which the child resides and has put 
it mainly upon private institutions in 
hte two largest cities of 
the 
State. 
This is a factor that all cities of Mis­ 
souri must take into consideration in 
the very near future if they look the 
problem squarely in the face. 
The 1927 
Legislature 
created 
a 
Commission 
to 
study 
the problem 
of the crippled child in Missouri and 
elsewhere and to 
make 
recomenda 
tions to the next 
session 
of 
the 
Legislature. 
The appropriation 
for 
the use of the 
Commission 
was 
a 
-mall one, only $1000, so the Missou­ 
ri Society for Crippled Children will 
undertake to aid them wherever pos­ 
sible with every bit of 
information 
they can collect. 
The same session of 
the Legislature created 
a fund 
of 
$35,000 in order to establish a crip­ 
pled children’s service at the 
State 
U niversity 
Hospital 
at 
Columbia 
This service is already well establish­ 
ed 
and 
doing a splendid piece 
of 
work. 
Dr. Frederick Jostes, ortho­ 
pedic surgeon, is in charge 
of 
the 
service and m any children have been 
hospitalized from all over the State 
Some of the $35,000 had to be used 
in equipping a special w ard for 
the 
reception of the children so the dean 
of the Medical School 
today 
finds 
him self confronted with the necessi 
jty of getting funds elsewhere or 
of 
closing down the service. 
This situation was the main fac 
tor in establishing the Eugene Field 
Foundation for the Relief of Crippled 
Children, a corporation launched by a 
.group of St. Louis people interested 
in the service at Columbia. The Foun­ 
dation has as its prim ary purpose the 
creation of a special fund to bridge 
over the gap now existing and which 
(will necessarily continue to exist at 
least until the m eeting of 
the next 
session of the Legislature. 
In 1924 the S hriners in this section 
of the country w ere instrum ental in 
(building their splendid 100-bed hos­ 
pital in St. Louis where any crippled 
¡child who is accepted on the waiting 
list can receive the m ost expert cart 
free of charge. 
T hey also have 
to 
receive children from the surround-' 
ing states and fo r that reason 
their 
bed capacity is limited as far as Mis­ 
souri is 
concerned. 
With 
the 
ex­ 
cellence 
of their 
service, however, 
they prove the very grave necessity 
of increasing hospital beds in Missou­ 
ri as they usually have a waiting list 
of three hundred or more. 
The Missouri Society for Crippled 
Children ha s as its avowed object the 
co-ordination of every effort in 
the 
S tate looking to the relief of crippled 
children in any form w hatsoever 
as 
long as it is a legitim ate 
one. 
For 
that reason it has been backing every 
one of these movements and will con­ 
tinue to do 1 
in the future. 
I 
There is no o th e r organization 
in 
the State that is attem pting to bring 
about co-operation in the entire field 
and for that reason its 
importance 
c a n n o t he over-estimated. 
If we are 
going to prevent duplciation and 
at 
the same time encourage both s ta te ­ 
wide and local work in the interests 
( f crippled children, someone 
m ust 
be at the helm who will 
keep 
the 
entire State thoroughly inform td and 
give out accurate inform ation at the 
same time about all of these activi­ 
ties. 
That is one of the prim e 
rea­ 
sons for tht existence of the Missou­ 
ri Society for Crippled Children.

DURINO YEAR RY EXTENSION WORKERS 


Funds provided in the recent agri­ 
cultural appropriation hill have made 
possible the continued employment of 
county agricultural extension agents 
in the Mississippi River Counties a f­ 
fected by the 1927 floods. 
In 
many 
counties where 
financial 
conditions 
resulting from the floral have 
marie 
it impossible for the counties to con­ 
tinue their usual contributions, 
the 
Extension Service of the United S ta t­ 
es Department of 
Agriculture 
will 
assume the obligations 
and 
where 
necessary 
will 
employ 
additional 
white and negro agents to give spec­ 
ial airl to flood sufferers during 
the 
next year. 
In discussing plans 
for 
the season's work, C. \V. Warburton, 
director 
of 
Extension 
Work, said 
plans looking toward the eventual re- 
establishment of permanent and im­ 
proved farming system in the 
area 
are well under way. 
Home demon­ 
stration agents are also aiding in the 
restoration of house sand furnishings, 
and in the resumption of homemak- 
ing activities. 
“ Flood waters do not take 
their 
troubles along with them when they 
leave”, said 
Director Warburton in 
discussing the plans for the 
year’s 
work in the flooded region. 
“ People 
away from the scene stop reading the 
reports of devastation when the crest 
of the flood has passed; the families 
whose homes lie in the path of 
the 
w ater have to keep on living 
with 
conditions that are left l>ehind. 
It is 
this problem of living with the evils 
the waters left after them that 
has 
been, since April, 1927, the primary 
concern of the men and women who 
represent the co-operative extension 
service in these area<". 
Stationed in the 
flooded 
territory 
are 199 county 
extension 
workers 
who had been at their posts from one 
to ten years or more at the time 
of 
the high waters. This number includ­ 
es in some cases a county staff 
con­ 
sisting of a white 
agricultural 
ex­ 
tension agent, a white home 
exten­ 
sion agent, and a negro man and ne­ 
gro woman extension agent for work 
with 
negro 
farmers. 
These county 
workers are aided by specialists and 
administrative members of the State 
and Federal extension staffs. 
These extension workers, says Di­ 
rector Warburton. 
are 
emphasizing 
first the necessity for adequate food 
and feed crops and then giving 
a t­ 


tention 
to 
cash 
crops. 
They have 
recognized that home production of 
food for the family 
for 
immediate 
use ami for preservation 
for 
later 
needs, is of the greatest importance 
from both health and financial stand­ 
points. 
Frequently they began work 
on this before the people were able 
to return to their homes, and encour­ 
aged the planting in the camps 
of 
such varieties of vegetables as could 
be transplanted. 
As far 
as 
condi­ 
tions 
permitted, 
agents 
instituted 
demonstrations carried on by farmers 
in growing feed crops 
by the 
best 
methods. 
Many of 
the farmers had 
never grown some of the feed 
crops, 
such as soybeans, which were recom­ 
mended as being practical for culti­ 
vation at the late planting date con­ 
ditions necessitated. 
More 
farmers 
are arranging this year to carry out 
similar demonstrations which will be

As feed crops have been produced 
to provide for them, agents have es­
